GEN. HENRY E. McCULLOCH'S 1)1.- 
FENSEdF HIMSELF. 

The first idea that, strikes us in read 
[ng the pamphlet written hy Genera] 

McCulloch in defense of himself is the 
political nature of the Texas Institu 
tion and the evils that resulted from 
it. In the first place. General MeOul 

loch's predecessor, Professor- Van Nos- 
trand, seemed a zealous politician, 
taking an active share in the Opposi- 
tion against the existing government 

If this be true, who can blame that 
government for depriving him of his 
position and appointing one of its 
friends in his place — a thing which the 

other party would have done had it 
been in power and which has been, 
and still is being, done in all parts of 
this country, the National Capitol set 
ting the example? It, is this very na 
ture of the institution that acts as a 
drawhack upon its progress, subject 
ing it to frequent changes at the will 

or caprice of the party which the wheel 
of fortune, always revolving, plac 

authority. Therefore it seems advis 

able to take the. power of appointment 

out of the grasp of politicians and put 
it into the hands of a hoard of direc 
aposed of h 

responsible gentlemen, as is done with 

the best of results in other institu 
(ions of the kind. 

Now, as we have already seen. Pro- 
fessor Van Nostrand was removed for 
political reasons, and the blame, if 
there were any, rests entirely upon 
the Governor, not upon Genera] Me 

Culloch, who simply obeyed a call 

which was made upon him. Hut the 

i- superintendent had many 

friends, political as well as per 
Who, on one hand, took his renio- 

an affront to their party, and as 
sonal wrong on the other. Hen 

was that, General McCulloch was re 

garded at the outset as a usurper of 

tho good Nan Nostrand; the very 
teachers and pupils were prejudiced 

against him. and the result is but too 
it. . Whenever the new ineuni 
bent attempted to make any changes, 
any new reforms in the administration 
of affairs, looking towards the l>, 
terests of the institution, he found his 
plans received coldly and with suspi- 
cion.
